The precise loss of the British army is 97 kil- 
led and 434 wounded—of the Portuguese, 94 kii- 
ied and 512 wounded. ~The dispatches state, 
that the enemy is now in possession of no more 
ground in Porwugal than his troops occupy. 

The loss of the French in killed, wounaed end 
prisoners is stated at 10,000, some accounis say 
15,000. The British army had not been enga- 
yed, but it is reported they had got betwixt ihe 
French army and Almeida. 

In addition to the foregoing, private accounts 
state, Uuat before tie Gleaner had sailed tor Eng- 
iand, it was reposted; that the French had been 
so pressed with the pursuing army, that 16,000 
nen, With one General and 37 Officers, had sur- 
vendered; and it was also rumoured that the 
Hrench had no bread for wwoor three days pre- 
vious to the action. 

The morning Chronicle states that Lord Wel- 
lington Lad obtained so much the advantage ot 
position on the 28th, the day after the battle, as 
to place Massena ina situation of great embar- 
rassinent and difficulty by cutting off his com- 
inunication with the points from whence he had 
advanced; and the French Commander had, in 
consequciuce of these movements no choice but to 
try the experiment of another attack upon the 
British positions, or to surrender his army. 

It is said that Gustavus Adolphus was arrested 
at Philau, in attempting to make his escape on 
board the British fieet. 

This morning we received, by express, the 
London papers of Monday last. They do not, 
however, contain any thing in addition to the 
foregoing important news, which we were alrea- 
dy if possession of by way of Dublin. 


DEFEAT OF THE TURKS. 
Oficial account of the Russian Army. 


«“ The General in Chief, Kamenskoy, having 
left Lieut-General-Count Langeron before Kud- 
schuk, marched on the 5th September, against 
the enemy; he arrived on the 6th, in the even- 
ing, with the army, forming five columns in the 
vicinity of the Turks, and ordered a general at- 
tack to be made on the following day. It began 
at ten in the morning, and at 7 at night the Tur- 
kish army was no moRe ; a posruon which scem- 
ed impregnable, entrenchments defended with 
the utmost obstinacy, nething could withstand 
the gallantry and perseverance of the Russian 
troops; that memorable day covered them with 
fresti laurels. As soon as the aitack began, 
Major Gen. Howaiski attacked and carried three 
redoubts, and rendered himself master of the 
whole intrenchment, which covered the enemy's 
camp on his left fiank, near the Danube. In the 
mean time Major Gen. Koutnoif ar rived from 
tie other side also on the Danube, and engaged 
another Turkish camp which had been formed 
there. In this manner the enemy saw hiw en- 
trenchments surrounded by oar troops, but not- 
withstanding his hopeless situation and a very 
brisk cannonade kept up on our part, he contin- 
ued ta defend himself in the most obstinate man- 
ner. An attempt made against his left flank
